STIRS TONOPAH, NEV 


Sample From Secret Claim: of 
Two Boys Assays. at 
$78,000 a Ton.

TONOPAH, Nev., March 4.— 
With a rush across the desert in 
search of a ponauza expected, resi- 
dents of Tonopah and the surround- 
ing country kept within easy reach 
of their automobiies today in the 
hope that two boys who said they 
had made the big strike, would 
give away the secret of its location 
momentarily. 

Plans for the rush got under 
way yesterday when the two youths 
staggered into Tonopah under the 
weight of two sacks of gold ore 
which assayed $78,000 a ton.

Missourian Declares Robin- 
son Measure Gives Him 
Power to Open Pennsyl- 
vania Ballot Boxes. 


MAY INVESTIGATE

Reed of Pennsylvania, How- 
ever, Thinks Filibuster 
Has Killed Power of Spe- 


cial Committee.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—In- 
vestigation of the senatorial cam- 
paigns in Pennsylvania and Illinois 
and probably Colorado, will go on, 
despite the defeat of the resolution 
to prolong the life of the Campaign 
Fund Investigating Committee, said 
Senator Reed of Missouri today 
after the adjournment of Congress. 

He called a meeting of his com- 
mittee for 4 o’clock this afternoon 
to decide what course shall be fol- 
lowed. Reed declared that he was 
convinced that his committee had 
the right to open the Pennsylvania 
ballot boxes and count the votes 
under a resolution introduced two 
months ago by Senator Robinson, 
the Democratic leader. 

“The Supreme Court’s decision 
in the Mal Daugherty case plainly 
says that a Senate committee is a 
continuing body,’’ the Missourian 
declared. “What has happened is 
this: When the filibuster started it 
created in the minds of witnesses 
who might be recalcitrant the idea 
that this committee’s authority 
would die on March 4. We may 
have trouble with these witnesses 
now, but I don’t doubt for a min- 
ute that we have the authority to 
continue our investigations under 
my old resolutions.” 

Power in Robinson Resolution. 

“Do your resolutions give you 
the authority to open the ballot 
boxes in Pennsylvania?” 

“No; that authority comes from 
the resolution Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas introduced last January 
empowering the committee to in- 
vestigate the charges made by Mr. 
Wilson, the Democratic candidate 
in the Pennsylvania election against 
Mr. Vare,”" Reed repHed. “The 
Senate adopted the resolution.” 

“The second paragraph of that 
resolution authorized the commit- 
tee to take and preserve all evi- 
dence as to the various matters 
alleged in Mr. Wilson's petition. 
including any alleged fraud, irreg- 
ularity, unlawful ex -nditure of 
money and intimidation of voters 
or other facts affecting the result 
of the election. 

“That clause, ‘other facts af- 
fecting the result of the election,’ 
gives us authority to open the bal- 
lot boxes and count the _ votes,” 
Reed declared. “I insisted that this 
clause be included in the resolu- 
tion,” 

No Decision as to Colorado. 

“Will you go to Colorado?” 

“T have said that we might go 
into another state and [I did not 
mention the name. Senator 
Phipps said on the floor that the 
committee might go into his State 
and he ought to know. When we 
shall begin our investigations, I do 
not know. I have a lawsuit that 
will take me about six weeks. It 
will be some time before we start 
again, but that’s all up to the com- 
mittee,” 

Reed of Pennsylvania, in a 
statement after adjournment, took 
direct issue with the Missourian 
over the further authority of the 
committee. 

“IT understand that some mem- 
bers of the investigating commit- 
tee conten dthat they have the 
right to proceed despite the fact 
that the resolution was not 
passed,” the Pensylvanian said. 
“It is my opinion that should they 
attempt to proceed under that as- 
sumption, they will meet with a 
flat refusal which will demon- 
strate that they are wrong. The 
mere fact that they strove so hard 
to pass the resolution is proof that 
they needed it to give them au- 
thority.” 

“What if the committee insists 
on opening the ballot boxes?” 
“Were the committee members 
strong enough they could break 
down the doors of any home,” the 
Pennsylvanian replied, “bit I be- 
lieve they are gentlemen.”

HE temporary break in the fil-

lowed the defeat of the proposal 
to displace the Missouri Reed’s 
resolution with the public buildings 
bill. In voting down the proposal, 
initiated by Senator Reed of Penn- 
sylvania in the hope that the “pork 
barrel” provisions would entice 
the weaker brethren on both sides 
of the chamber, the advocates of 
the Missourl Reed's resolution re- 
tained an almost unbroken front. 
The vote was 47 to 30 against tak- 
ing up the buildings bill. Bruce 
of Maryland was the only Demo- 
crat to vote for the proposal. 

The executive session lasted an 
hour and the Senate recessed until 
8:30 o’clock this morning. This 
procedure made the Reed resolu- 
tion the unfinished business when 
the Senate reconvened this morn- 
ing. 

Reed of Pennsylvania and Moses 
of New Hampshire, exhausted by 
the 37-hour filibuster, claimed the 
recess was a victory for them- 
selves, but said it was not a sur- 
render by the majority. 

“Jim simply recognized the in- 
evitable,” the Pennsylvania Reed 
declared. 

Missourian Refuses to Give Up. 

Reed of Missouri stated that he 
had not given up the fight and 
that he would press his resolution. 

Refreshed by a few hours’ sleep 
the filibusters and the majority 
appeared on the Senate floor 
promptly at 8:30 o'clock this 
morning prepared for the last 
three and one-half hours of the 
present session. Immediately they 
were at each others’ throats, each 


impasse on the other, 

Senator Robinson, the Demo- 
cratic floor leader, jagain appeared 
in the role of peacemaker and 
asked for unanimous consent to 
consider the important second de- 
ficiency bill.

The return “pass” system for

Home Rule for Police Efficiency. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

OUR terse editorial comment enti- 

tled “Fifteen Holdups,” is to the point. 
St. Louis has an Police De- 
partment, supervised b} a competent 
Chief of Police. The law which governs 
the organization of a police force does 
not~get the best results, because the 
Board of Police Commissioners are ap- 
pointed by the Governor of the State, 
under a law which does not permit the 
Governor to succeed himself in office, 
with the result that when we have a 
change in the Governor's oifice every 
four years, we have a change in the 
Board of Police Commissioners. 


efficient 


Indeed, 
because of the unsatisfactory conditions, 
very few Police Commissioners hold of- 
fice as long as four years. 

The present laws governing our Police 
Department were passed to meet condi- 
tions existing at the time of the Civil 
War. and the citizens of our good city, 
after so long a period, ought to be able 
conscientiously to control the organiza- 
tion of the Police Department under a 


law which perhaps might give the Gov- | 


ernor of the State, under certain condi- 
tions, some power of removal of one 
Police Commissioner, whose appointment 
should be dictated by the citizens of St. 
Louis themselves. 

The Chief of the police force is doing 
the best he can with the number of men 
at his disposal, and he in turn, is subject 
to the directions of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, who are not necessarily 
versed in the handling of criminal regu- 
lations. 


With the large amount of crime that. 


is now with us, it is a debatable question 
whether minor offenses such as parking 
automobiles 10 minutes beyond a speci- 
fied time are as important 
sion by the police as having these same 
officers assigned to preventine crimes 
and arresting those who commit them. 

A casua] talk with members of the 
Police Department here and there will 
show any citizen that the police force 
is more or less demoralized, because of 
the fact that no officer knows 30 days 
ahead where he will be stationed during 
the next 60 or 90 days. 
a few inefficient officers in the depart- 
ment, the same as there is inefficiency 
Qn any large organization, but most of 
the members of the department are am- 
bitious and want to make the best show- 
ing possible. No organization, whether 
it be banking, merchandising. manufac- 
turing or whatnot; could get 
by shifting all its employes three or four 
times a year. 

In the case of the police officers. the 
traffic could be better handled were an 
officer allowed to remain long enough 
at one location to understand the process 
of traffic at that particular location. 
which is more or less the same each day 
in the year. 

What we need in St. Louis is home

The barnacle which clings to the ship of state and 
makes its movement slow and costly is not the sessile, 
thoracic cirriped crustacean. It is the sessile genus 
homo. It is a human barnacle. It may be more 
accurately described as a political parasite, which at- 
taches itself to governmental ships and clings to 
‘them. 

The human barnacle is the dependent of the po- 
litical boss or the political party, whose sustenance 
is derived from the spoils of office. Bureaus are cre- 
ated and offices multiply so that more and more 
‘barnacles may find places to cling and draw their 


; sustenance. 


The governmental bureau is a hotbed of barnacles. 
is the govern- 
‘mental commission. When new bureaus are created, 
‘boards and commissions are multiplied, offices are 
' duplicated, the barnacle flourishes. The cost of gov- 
‘ernment is increased. To nourish the barnacles and 
pay the cost of the dragging ship, more and more 
‘revenue is needed. Taxes must be multiplied and 
increased. The people pay. 

The foster mother of the governmental barnacie 
‘is partisan politics. Partisan politics sees to it that 
‘the Government is not run for the benefit of the 
people, but for the benefit of the barnacles. 

The governmental ships need cleaning. When the 
barnacles are scraped off, the speed and efficiency of 
the ships will be vastly increased, and the cost of 
‘moving them greatly reduced. 

It is true that the actual cost of government, like 
the cost of living, has increased. But it has in- 
creased far beyond the economic standard. The nec- 
essary iucrease is ysed as a cloak to cover wanton 
‘extravagance, official spoils and wanton waste- by 
official barnacles. 

When we get rid of the barnacles and parasites in 
politics we can easily take care of the normal in- 
|crease in the cost of government. @Ve can do it on 
less taxes.

A LESSON FROM THE FILIBUSTER.

Among the’ Valuable Foods, 


Plain stewed is by no means the 
only way in which this delicious 
fruit can be served. Prunes make 
wonderful salads, desserts and gar- 
nishes that are beneficial for chil- 
dren and grownups alike. Com- 
bined with other foods, prunes ot- 
fer the housewife an item of diet 
that cannot be excelled for good- 
ness and availability. 

Prune Souffle. 

Melt two tablespoonfuls of butter 
and cook to 'a paste with the same 
quantity of flour, add one cupfu! 
of prune juice and one quarter 
cupful of sugar and simmer to a 
thick smooth sauce. Remove from 
the fire and while still hot Heat in 
the well whipped yolks of three 
eges and one-half teaspoonful of 
lemon extract. Finally fold in one- 
half cupful of prune pulp and the 
whites of the eggs stiffly beaten 
and pour in a buttered pudding 
dish. Bake slowly till firm, then 
serve immediately. 

Prune Puff. 

Stew half a pound of prunes ana 
when cool remove the pits.

USE DRIED FRUITS 


Remember that dried fruits may 
be either stewed or baked. The 
first operations, however, are the 
game for either preparation.

This operation is carried 
on by any good housekeeper as a 
matter of course to remove ordin- 
ary dust. There is another rea- 
son, however, in process of keep- 
ing dried fruits; chemicals are 
sometimes used and special care 
should be taken in cleaning these 
fruits.

Soak in cold water to cover over- 
night. 

Drain fruit, heat the water in 
which it has been soaked to boiling 
point, add the soaked fruit, and let 
simmer slowly until fruit is plump 
and soft.
